GET COCAINE 


BOSTON DRUG STORE ON FRANE- 
LIN AVENUE IS A DOPE DEN. 


PATRONIZED ONLY BY WOMEN. 


There Is a Room in the Rear of the 
Store Where the Fiends Sleep 
After Taking the Drug. 


—_— 


A few days ago a young man went into 
the store of the Boston Drug Co., at 
Twelfth street and Franklin avenue, and 


applied for a situation. 

He told the proprietor that he was anx- 
fous to get work in a drug store, in order 
that he might become familiar with the 
business, as he is studying medicine. 

The young man was not particular as to 
what he did, as long as it was honest, and 
when the man in charge of the store offered 
him a place as porter, the applicant gladly 
accepted. 

The name of the young man is George 
Paine, son of United States Pension Ex- 
aminer L. E. Paine, who has an office in 
the Custom-house on Third street, and re- 
sides at 2500 University street. 

The young man stayed in the drug store 
just twelve hours, and during that time 
witnessed a condition of affairs so dis- 
gustingly depraved that he threw up his 
iob in indignation. 

Paine showed up at the store the morning 
following his employment, ready for the 
day’s work. @fhe night clerk was still on 
duty and the new comer fell to talking with 
him. 

Being green at the business he was a little 
modest as to his abilities to do much for 
his employer's advantage at first, and he 
confided this modest opinion of himself to 
the night clerk. 

“That won't make any difference,” replied 
this worthy. “All you've got to know is 
how to put cocaine into 6-cent packages.”’ 

This seemed rather strange for a phar- 
macy with a big sign out in front and 
rows upon rows of bottles upon the shelves, 
but Paine 414 not say much. He thought 
he would wait and see what it all meant. 

Before long he began to find out. The 
day clerk came in and the night clerk went 
away. Then the proprietor came. He is a 
litthk black-eyed man with a hooked nose. 

One of the oe bg circumstances to 
strike the new rter’s attention was that 
‘most of the customers were women, and 
they were not stopping at the soda foun- 
tain.

When one of the women is satiated with 
the drug she throws down the bar of the 
door to the darkened room, passes into the 
yard and then out the gate, closing it be- 
hind her. . 


No one can get ith except by way of thé 
drug store and the purchase of cocaine. 

Paine saw enough of this back room to 
decide him on his course. He would not 
work in such a place. He finished out the 
day, however, and left that night, never to 
go back. 


He told several of his acquaintances of his 
remarkable experiences, and information as 
to the den’s character came to the Post- 
Dispatch. This expose is the result of 
information thus learned and the investiga- 
tion by Post-Dispatch reporters.

PINE CREEK, PENNSYLVANIA, 
BECOMES A WICKED RIVER. 


MUCH PROPERTY DESTROYED. 


Dozens of Bridges Were Washed Away 
and Towns in the Valley Are 
Under Water. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 13.—A great rain 
storm burst over this city and vicinity 
this morning at 8 o’clock, deluging a terri- 
tory of several miles in area, swelling 
streams into torrents, sweeping away 
bridges and buildings and destroying & num- 
ber of lives. 

The greatest damage is reported from the 
Pine Creek Valley, a few miles north of this 
city, but definite reports of the loss of life 
and property are coming in slowly. First 
reports placed the number of lives lost at 
six. but it is now believed that no less than 
thirty persons have perished in the flood. 
Pine Creek has overflowed its banks and 
from the little hamlet of De Haven in the 
Wildwood oil fields the greatest damage 
is reported. 

De Haven is an oil town of several hun- 
dred inhabitants. The bridge across Pine 
Creek at this point was carried away by 
the flood and the creek soon filled with oil 
tanks, houses, barns and other drift. The 
creek flows through Etna, another suburb, 
and at this point oT street was flooded

creek were forced to fiee from their houses 
to the hillsides for safety. A whole family 
named Appleton, occupying & house on the 
banks of Pine Creek, were wiped out. 
Thomas Byrnes was caught fm the flood and 
drowned..

The rainfall was very great, over two inches 
falling during the forenoon.

Supposed expediency has prevented the 
use of plain, positive language until polit- 
ical duplicity has excited universal distrust. 
In this campaign the Republican party 
pledges its adherence to the gold standard 
and commits the destiny of the United 
States to the keeping of foréign financial 
concerns and their agents here, and rests 
confidently in the belief that the sordid gelf- 
ishness by which it is controlled cannot be 
overcome. Its platform admits the evils of 
a gold standard, but confesses the party’s 
inability to afford relief and announces su- 
pine submission to a policy which it pre- 
tends to determine. 

Courage is more than a reminiscence. 
The Democratic party declines the unmanly 
suggestion that the people of the United 
States cannot es@ape oppression save at the 
will of the oppressors. Its declaration of 
principles not only evinces faith in the 
bimetallism of the Constitution, but pro- 
claims that this Government is competent 
to declare and maintain its own policy with- 
out reference to the caprices or wishes of 
any other power.

MR. BRYAN’S ADDRESS. 


An Able Presentation of Democratic 
Principles. 


Mr. Danforth then introduced Mr. Bryan 
to the audience. The Democratic candidate 
was greeted with prolonged applause, which 
was continued during his address as he 
made telling points. He spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee and Fellow-Citizens—I shall, at a fut- 
ure day and in a formal letter, accept the 
nomination which is now tendered by the 
Notification Committee, and I shall at that 
time touch upon the issues presented by the 
platform.

We believe, as asserted in the Declar@tion 
of endepensence, that all men are créated 
equal; but that aoes not mean that all men 
are er can be equal in possessions; in abil- 
ity or merit; it simply means that all shall 
stand equal before the law and that Gov- 
ernment officials shall not, in making, con- 
struing or enforcing the law, discriminate 
between citizens. assert that property 
rights, as well as the rights of persons, 
are safe In the hands of the common peo- 
ple. Abraham Lincoln, in his message 
sent to Congress in December, 1861, said: 
“No men living are more worthy to be 
trusted than those who toil up from pov- 
erty, none less inclined to take or touch 
aught which they have not honestly 
earned.”’ 

I repeat the language with unqualified 
approval and join with him in the warning 
which he added, mame: 

‘Let them beware of surrendering a po- 
litical power, which they already possess 
and which, if surrendered, will surely be 
used fo close the doors of advancement 
against such as. they, and to fix new disa- 
bilities and burdens upon them, till all of 
liberty shall be lost.” 

Those who daily follow the injunction, 
‘In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread,” ‘are now, as they ever have been, 
the bulwark of law and order, the source 
of our nation’s greatness in time of peace 
and its surest defenders in time of war. 

But I have only read a part of Jackson's 
utterance. Let me give you his conclusion: 
“But when the laws undertake to add to 
those natural and just advantages artificial 
distinctions, to erpat titles, gratuities and 
exclusive privilege’, to make the rich rich- 
er and the potent more powerful, the hum- 
ble members of society, the farmers, me- 
chanics and the day laborers, who have 
neither the time nor the means of securing 
like favors for themselves, have a right 
to complain of the injustice of thelr gov- 
ernment.’’ 

Those who support the Chicago platform 
indorse all of the quotations from Jackson— 
the latter part as well as the former part. 


We are not surprised to find arrayed 
against us those who are beneficiaries of 
Government favoritism—they have read 
our platform. Nor are we surprised to learn 
that we must in this campaign face the 
hostility of those who find a pecuniary ad- 
vantage in advocating. the doctrine of non- 
interference when great aggregations of 
wealth are trespassing upon the rights of 
individuals. We welcome such opposition— 
it is the highest indorsement which could 
be bestowed upon us. 
We are not content to have the co-opera- 
tion of those who desire to have the Gov- 
ernment administered without fear or fa- 
vor. It is not the wish of the general public 
that trusts should spring into existence and 
override the weaker members of soctety; it 
is not the wish of the general public that 
these trusts should destroy competition and 
then collect such tax as they will from 
those whe are at their < rhage nor is it the 
fault of the general public that the instru- 
mentalities of Government have be@n 60 
often prostituted to purposes of pfivate 
gain. Those who stand upon the Chicago 
platform believe that the Government 
should not only avold wrongdoing, but that 
it should also prevent wrongdoing; and 
they believe that the law should be en- 
forced alike against all enemies of the pub- 
lic weal. They do not excuse petit larceny, 
but they declare that grand larceny is 
equally a crime; they do not defend the 
occupation of the highw@yman who robs the 
unsuspecting traveler, but they include 
among the transgressors those who, 
through the more polite and less hazardous 
means of legislation,’ appropriate to their 
own use the proceeds of the toil of others. 
The commandment, “Thou ‘shalt not 
steal,”” thundered from Sinai and reiterated 
in 30 legislation of = a is ce SS 
spector of persons. t mus a 
the great as well as the pal og the 
strong as well as the weak; to the corpo- 
rate person created by law as well as.to 
the pesaen of flesh and blood created by the 
Almighty. No Government is wo of 
the name which is not able to protect m 
eve arm uplifted for his injury, the 
humblest citizen who lives beneath the flag. 
It follows as a necessary conclusion that 
vicious legislation must be remedied by the 
ple who suffer from the effects of 
fegisiation and not by those who enjoy its 
benefits. 


The Chicago -platform has been con- 
demi#da by some because it dissents from 
an opinion rendered by the Supreme Court 
declaring the income tax law unconstitu- 
tional. Our critics even go so far as to ap- 
ply the name anarchists to those who stand 
upon that plank of the platform. It must 

remembered that we expressly recognize 
the grees | force of that decision so long. 
as it stands as a part of the law of the 
land. There is in the platform no suggestion 
of an attempt to dispute the authority of 
the Supreme Court. The party. is simply 
pledg to use “All the constitutional 
decision, 
or which may come from its reversal by the 
court as it may hereafter be constituted. 
Is there any disloyaity in that pledge? For 
a hundred years the Supreme Court of the 
United States has sustained the principle 
which underlies the income tax. Some twen- 
ty years ago this same court sustained 
without dissenting voice an income tax law 
almost identical with the one recently over- 
thrown. Has not a future court as much 
right to return to the judicial precedents of 
a century 4s the present court had to depart 
from them? 

When courts allow rehearings they admit 
that error is possible; the late decision 
against the income tax was rendered by @ 
majority of one, after a rehearing. While 
the momey question overshadows all other 
questions of importance, I desire it distinct- 
ly understood that I shall offer no apology 
for the income tax plank of the Chic 
ye oes The last income tax law sought 
6 apportion the burdens of Government, 
more equitably among those who enjoy the 
protection of the Government.

While th 
eollection of an income tax in other coun- 
tries does not make. it necessary for this 
nation to adopt the system, yet it ought to 
moderate the language of those who de- 
nounce the Income tax as an assault upon 
the well-to-do, Not only shall I refuse to 
apologize for the advocacy of an incom 
tax law by the National Convention, but 
Shall also refuse to apologize for the ex- 
ercise by it of the right to dissent from @ 
decision of the Supreme Court. In a Govern- 
ment Hke ours every public official is @ 
public servant, whether he holds office by 
election or appointment, whether he serves 
for a term of years or during good behavior, 
and the people have a right to criticise his 
official acts. : 

“Confidenee ig everywhere the parent of 
despotism; free government exists in jeal- 
ousy and not in confidence.” These are the 
words of Thomas Jefferson, and I submit 
that they present a truer conception of pop- 
ular government than that entertained by 
those who would prohibit an unfavorable 
comment upon a coun decision. 

Truth will vindicate itself; only error 
fears free speech. No public official who 
conscientiously discharges his duty as he 
gees it will desire to deny to those whom he 
corves the right to discuss his official con- 

uct. 


Now let me ask you to consider the para- 
mount .question of this campaign—the 
money question. It is scarcely necessary to 
defend the principles of bimetallism. No na- 
tional party during the entire history of the 
United States has ever d against it, 
and no party in this campaign has had ene 
temerity to oppose it. hree parties, t 
Democrats, .the Populists and the ver 
party. not only declared for bimetallism, but 
have outlined the specific legislation neces- 
Sary to restore silver to its ancient position 
by the side of gold... The Repybiican plat- 
form expressly declares that bimetailism Is 
desirable when it pledges the Republican 
party to aid in securing it as soon ag the 
assistance of certain foreign nations can 

obtained. Those who represented the 
minority sentiment in the Chicago Conven- 
tion opposed the free coinage of silver by 
the United States by independent action on 
the Freund that, in their judgment, it 
‘“‘would retard or entirely prevent the es 
lishment of international bimetallism, to 
which the efforts of the Government should 
be steadily directed,”’ 

When they asserted that the efforts o 
the Government should be stéa direc 
toward the establishment of internationa 
bimetallism, they cond@mned monometal- 
lism. The gold standard has 
in the balance and found wanting. 
from it the powerful support of the mone 
owning and money changing classes, 
it cannot stand for one day in any nation 
in the world. It was fastened upon the 
United States without discussion before 
the people, and its friends have never 7 
been willing to risk a verdict before 
voters upon that issue. 

There can be no sympathy or co-operation 
between the advocates of a universal =_ 
standard and the advocates of bimetallism, 
Between bimetallism—whether independent 
or international—and the gold stan 
there is an impassable gulf. Is this quadren- 
nial agitation in favor of international Di- 
metallism conducted in good faith, or do our 
opponents really desire te maintain the gold 
standard permanently? Are they willi to 
confess the supertority of a double standard 
when joined by the leading nations of the 
world, or do they still insist that gold is 
the only metal suitable for standard money 
among civilized nations? If they are, Mm 
fact, desirous of securing bimetallism, we 
may expect them to point out the evils ofa 
gold standard and defend bimetallism as 
a system. 

If, on the other hand, they are bending 
their energies toward the permanent es- 
tablishment of a gold standard under cover 
of a declaration in favor of international! bi- 
metallism, I am justified in suggesting that 
honest money cannot be expected at the 
hands of those who deal dishonestly with 
the American people. ' 


What is the test of honesty in money? It 
must certainly be found in the purchas 
power of the dollar. An absolutely hones 
dollar would not vary in its general pur-+ 
chasing power; it would be absolutely sta- 
ble when measured by average prices. A 
dollar which increases in Surcnasng power 
is just as dishonest as a dollar which de- 
creases in purchasing power. Prof. Laugh- 
lin, now of the University of Chicago and 
one of the highest gold standard authori- 
ties, in his work on bimetallism not only 
admits thet gold does not remain abso- 
lutely stable in value, but expressly as- 
serts “that there is no such thing @s @ 
standard value for éuture payments, either 
in gold or silver, which remains absolutely 
invariable.”’

a word now in regard to 
certain persone who are peculiarly bepe- 
fited by a gold standard, and who favor 
it, not from a desire to trespass upon the 
rights of others, but because the cir- 
cumstances which surround them blind 
them to the effect of the gold standard up- 
on others. I shall ask you to consider the 
Janguage of two gentlemen whose long pub- 
lic service and high standing in the party 
to which they belong will protect them 
from adverse criticism by our opponents. 

In 1869 Senator Sherman said: “The con- 
traction of the currency is a far more dis- 
tressing operation than Senators suppose. 
Our own and other nations have gon- 
through that operation before. It is not 
possible to take that step without the 
gorest distress. To every person, except a 
capitalist out of debt, or a salaried officer 
or annuitant, it is a period of loss, danger, 
lassitude of trade, fall of wages, suspen- 
sion of enterprises, bankruptcy and disas- 
ter. It means ruin to all dealers whose debts 
are twice their business capital, though 
one-third less than their actual property. 
It means the fall of all agricultural produc- 
tion without any great reduction of taxes. 
What prudent man would dare to build a 
house, a railroad, a factory or a barn with 
this certain fact before him?’ 

As I have said before the salaried officer 
referred to must be a man whose salary 
fs fixed for life, and not the man whose 
@alary depends upon business conditions 
When Mr. Sherman describes contraction 
of the currency as disastrous to all peo- 

le, except the capitalist out of debt, and 

hose who stand in a position similar to 
him, he is stating a truth which must be 
apparent to every person who will give the 
matter careful consideration. Mr. Sher- 
man was at that time speaking of the con- 
traction of the volume of paper currency, 
but the precedent which he sets forth ap- 
plies if there is a contraction of the volume 
of the standard money of the world. 

Mr. Blaine discussed the same principle in 
connection with the demonetization of sil- 
ver. Speaking in the House of Representa- 
tives of the 7th of February, 1878, he said: 

“I believe the struggle now going on in 
this country and other countries for a single 
gold standard, would, if successful, produce 
widespread disaster in and throughout the 
commercial world. The destruction of silver 
as money and the establishing of gold as the 
sole unit of value must have a ruinous effec: 
on all forms of property, excepg those in- 
vested which yield a fixed return in money. 
These would be enormously enhanced in 
value, and would gain a disproportionate 
and unfair advantage over every other spe- 
cies of property.’ 

Is it strange that the holders of invest- 
ments which yield a fixed return in money 
can regard the destruction of silver with 
complacency? May we not expect the hold- 
ers of other forms of property to protest 
against giving money a “disproportionate” 
and unfair advantage over other species of 
property ?”’ The relatively few, whose wealth 
c ists largely in fixed investments, have 
@ right to use the ballot to enhance the 
value of their investments. Have not the 
rest of the people the right to use the ballot 
to protect themselves from the disastrous 
consequences of a rising standard? The 
Aes a who must purchase money with the 
P ucts of toll stand in a position entirely 
different from the position of those who 
own money or receive a fixed income. The 
well being of the nation, aye, of civilization 
iteelf, depends upon the prosperity of the 


masses. 
What shall it profit us to save a dollar 
which Ws more valuable every day if 


such a dollar lowers the standard of civili- 
zation and brings distress to the people? 
What shall it profit us if in trying to raise 
our credit by increasing the purchasing 
gr of our dollar we destroy our ability 
© pay the debts already contracted by 
lowering the purchasing power of the prod- 
ucts with which those debts must be paid? 
Tf it is asserted, as it constantly is asserted 
that the gold standard will enable us to 
borrow more money from abroad, I reply 
that the restoration of bimetallism will re- 
store the parity between money and prop- 
arty and thus permit an era of prosperity 
Which will enable the American people to 
become loaners of money instead of perpet- 
wal borrowers.

to outline a financial system which will 
carry out their precepts to legitimate con- 
clusions, or will they continue to cloak their 
designs in ambiguous phrases? 
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There is an actua! necessity for bimetal- 
lism as well as a theoretical defense of it. 
During the last twenty-three years legisla- 
tion has been creating an additional de- 
mand for gold, and this law-created de- 
mand has resulted in increasing the pur- 
chasing power of each ounce of gold. The 
restoration of bimetallism in the United 
States will take away from gold just so 
much of its purchasing power as was added 
it by the demonetization of silver by 
the United States. The silver dollar is 
now held up to the gold dollar by legal 
tender laws and not by redemption in gold, 
because the standard silver dollars are not 
now redeemable in gold cither by law or 
by administrative power. 

We contend that free and unlimited coin- 
age by the United States alone will raise 
the bullion value of silver to its coinage 
value, and thus make silver bullion worth 
$1.29 per“ounce in gold throughout the world. 
This proposition is in keeping with natural 
laws, not in defiance of them. The best 
known law of commerce is the law of sup- 
ply and demand. We recognize this law 
and build our argument upon it. We apply 
this law to money when we say a reduction 
in the volume of money will raise the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar; we also apply 
the law of supply and demand to silver 
when we say that a new demand for silver 
created by law will raise the price of silver 
bullion. Gold and silver are different from 
other commodities in that they are limited 
in quantity. Corn, wheat, manufactured 
products, etc., can be produced almost with- 
out limit provided they can be sold at a 
price sufficient to stimulate production, but 
gold and silver are called precious metals 
because they are found, not produced. 
These metals have been the object of 
anxious search as far back as history runs, 
yet, according to Mr. Harvey’s calculation, 
all the gold in the world can be melted into 
a 22-foot cube and all the silver coin in the 
world into a 66-foot cube. 

Because gold and silver are limited, both 
in the quantity now in hand and in actual 
production, it follows that legislation can 
fix the ratio between them. Any purchaser 
who stands ready to take the entire supply 
of any given article at a certain price can 
prevent that article from falling below that 
price. So the Government can fix a price 
for gold and silver by creating a demand 
greater than the supply. International bi- 
metallists believe that several nations by 
entering zinto an agreement to coin at a 
fixed ratio all the gold and silver presented 
can maintain the bullion value of the met- 
als at the mint ratio. When a mint price is 
thus established it regulates the bullion 
price, because any person desiring coin may 
have the bullion converted into coin at 
that price and any person desiring bullion 
can secure it by melting the coin.

If, for any reason, the supply of gold and 
silver in the future ever exceeds the re- 
quirements of the arts and the needs of 
commerce, we confidently hope that the 
intelligence of the people will be sufficient 
to devise and cnact any legislation neces- 
sary for the protection of the public. It 
is folly to refuse to the people the money 
which they now need for fear they may 
hereafter have more than they need. I 
am firmly convinced that by opening our 
mits to free and unlimites’ coinage at the 
present ratio we can create a demand for 
silver which will keep ihe price of silver 
bullion at $1.29 per ounce, measured by 
gold.

Some of our opponents attribute the fall 
in the value of silver when measured by 
gold to the fact that during the last quarter 
of a century the world’s supply of silver 
has increased more rapidly than the world’s 
supply of gold. This argument is entirely 


| answered by the fact that during the last 


five years the annual production of gold has 
increased more rapidly than the annual pro- 
duction of silver. Since the gold price of sil- 
ver has fallen more during the last five 
years than it ever fell in any previous five 
years in the history of the world, it is evi- 
dent that the fall is not due to increased 
production. Prices can be lowered as ef- 
fectually by decreasing the demand for an 
article as by increasing the supply of it, and 
it seems certain that the fall in the gold 
price of silver is due to hostile legislation 
and not to natural laws. 

Our opponents cannot ignore the fact that 
gold is now goitfg abroad in spite of all 
legislation to prevent it, and no silver is 
being coined to take its place. Not only is 
gold going abroad now, but it must contin- 
ue to go abroad as long as the present 
financial policy is adhered to, unless we 
continue to borrow from across the ocean, 
and even then we simply postpone the evil, 
because the amount borrowed, together With 
interest upon it, must be repaid in appre- 
ciating currency. The American people now 
owe a large sum to European creditors and 
falling prices have left a larger and larger 
margin between our net national income 
and our national interest charge. There is 
only one way to stop the increasing flow 
of gold from our shores, and that is to sto 
falling prices. The restoration of bimetal- 
Hsm will not only stop falling prices, but 
will—to some extent—restore prices by re- 
ducing the world’s demand for gold. If it is 
argued that a rise in prices lessens the val- 
ue of the dollars which we pay to our cred- 
itors, I reply that in the balancing of equl- 
ties, the American people have as much 
right to favor’ a financial system which 
will maintain or restore prices as foreign 
creditors have to insist upon a financial sys- 
tem that will reduce prices. But the inter- 
ests of society are far superior to the inter- 
ests of either debtors or creditors, ana the 
interests of society demand a financial sys- 
tem which will add to the volume of the 
standard money of the world, and thus re- 
store stability to pagaes” bis aie 

the most persistent misrepresen- 
cation that we have to answer is the charge 
that we are advocating the payment of 
debts in 50-cent dollars. At the present 
time and under present laws a silver dol- 
lar, when melted, loses nearly half of its 
value, but that will not be true when we 
again establish a mint price for silver and 
leave no surplus silver upon the market to 
d down the price of bullion. Under bi- 
metallism silver bullion will be worth as 
much as silver coin, just as gold bullion is 
now worth as much as gold coin, and we 
believe that a silver dollar will be 
as much as & gold dollar. 

The charge of repudiation comes with

The 
one thing necessary in order to maintain 
the parity is to furnish a demand great 
enough to utilize all the silver which will 
come to the mints. That Mexico has failed 
to do this -is no proof that the United 
States would also fail. It is also argued 
that, since a number of the nations have 
demonetized silver, nothing can be done 
until all of these nations restore bimetal- 
lism. This is also illogical. It is immate- 
rial how many or how few nations have 
open mints, provided there are sufficient 
open mints to furnish a monetary demand 
for all the gold and silver available for 
coinage. 


In reply to the argument that improved 
machinery has lessened the cost o pro- 
ducing silver, it is sufficient to say that the 
same is true of the production of gold, and 
yet, notwithstanding that, gold hag risen in 
value. 

As a matter of fact, the cost of produc- 
tion does not determine the value of the 
precious metals, except as it may affect 
thé supply. If, for instance, the cost of 
producing gold should be reduced 90 per 
cent without any increase in the output, 
the purchasing power of an ounce of gold 
would not fall.

If it is asserted by our opponents that 
the free coinage of silver is intended only 
for the benefit of the mine owners, it must 
be remembered that free coinage cannot 
benefit the mine owners any more than de- 
monetization took away, and it must also 
be remembered that the loss which the de- 
monetization of silver has brought to the 
mine owners is insignificant cempared to 
the loss which this peky brought to the 
rest of the people. he restoration of sil- 
ver will bring to the people generally many 
times as much advantage as the miners can 
obtain from it. 


While it is not the purpose of free coinage 
to especially aid any particular class, yet 
those who believe that the restoration of 
eilver is needed by the whole people should 
not be deterred because an incidental benefit 
will come to the mine owner. The erection 
of forts, the deepening of harbors, the im- 
provement of rivers, the erection of public 
buildings, all these confer incidental] ben- 
efits upon individuals and communities, and 
yet these incidental benefits do not deter 
us from making appropriations for these 
purposes whenever such appropriations are 
necessary for the public good. The argument 
that a“silver dollar is heavier than a gold 
dollar, and that, therefore, silver is less 
convenient to carry in large quantities, is 
completely answered by the silver certifi- 
cate, which is as easily carried as the gold 
certificate, or any other kind of paper 
money. 
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There are some who, while admitting the 
benefits of bimetallism, object to coinage 
at the present ratio. If any are deceived 
by this objection they ought to remember 
that there are no bimetallists who are earn- 
estly endeavoring to secure it at any other 
ratio than 16 to 1. We are opposed to any 
changes of the ratio for two reasons: First 
because a change would produce great in- 
justice; and second, because a change in 
the ratio is not necessary. A change would 
produce injustice because, if effected in the 
manner usually suggested, it would result 
in an enofmous contraction in the volume 
of standard money. 

If, for instance, it was decided by inter- 
mational agreament to raise the ratio 
throughout the world to 32 to 1 the change 
might be effected in any one of three ways: 
The ailver dollar could be doubled in size 
so that the new silver dollar would weign 
32 times as much as the present gold dol-

Worse than it needs anything else, the 
country needs a return to popular govern- 
ment. During the civil war and the epoch 
of corrupt politics following it, the peo- 
ple were dethroned, and their power 
passed gradually into the hands of a 
small class, composed of political bosses, 
corporation lobbyists, professional office- 
holders and over all these, controlling 
them and using them against the people, 
an enormously wealthy oligarchy com- 
posed of men who through the war taritf 
and the war system of finance had been 
enabled to plunder the public. 
These have been in control of the Fed- 
eral Government for thirty years. When 
the Democrats elected Cleveland the first 
time, it was thought that reform would 
have been brought about but for Repub- 
lican obstruction in Congress, but during 
his second term it was made clear that 
the influence of the Wall Street banks, 
of the Standard Oil Trust and of foreign 
capitalists was far stronger in Wash- 
ington than the will or the rights of the 
American people. 
It was also made most strikingly evi- 
dent that McKinley, Hanna, Reed, Whit- 
ney, Pierpont Morgan, Russell Sage, the 
Goulds, the Vanderbilts, the Rothschilds 


and Mr. Cleveland himself were fully 
committed to the maintenance of the 
civil war system of finance through 


which, in connection with the war tariff, 
the American plutocracy had been cre- 
ated. 

Under this system there must be a 
permanent national debt, drawing inter- 
est from the people, to be held by the 
corporations to which the Government's 
sovereign power of issuing- money is del- 
egated. : 

A corporation is first allowed to get 
possession of a thousand-dollar bond on 
which the people are to pay 4 per cent 
a year. By virtue of the possession of 
this bond, it demands the right to issue 
a thousand dollars in its own notes, to be 
loaned out at high interest under gov- 
ernment auspices and with a virtual 
government indorsement. 

These notes are themselves debt and 
are based on debt. The thousand-dollar 
bond stands for a debt of a thousand 
dollars. The notes issued on it stand for 
another thousand of debt. So that to 
support this system, a heavy interest- 
bearing debt must be forced on the Gov- 
ernment and then a like debt, bear:ng 
heavier interest, on the business com- 
munity. 

Under the system, the original thou- 
sand dollars lent to Government is in- 
flated a hundred per cent by an issue of 
private notes with the credit of the Gov- 
ernment indirectly used to . bolster 
them up. 

Under this scheme of dishonest and 
dangerous inflation. our currency has 
been gradually passing under foreign con- 
trol, and political power has been grad- 
ually centralized in the hands of a plu- 
tocratic minority until now the right of 
the people to control their own currency 
is actually denied and they are called 
revolutionists for asserting it. 

It is against this system that Bryan has 
been put forward to represent the rigat 
of the people to self-government. If we 
are to have a permanent national debt 
and a currency of corporation paper, it 
will mean servitude for the masses and 
declining prosperity for the country. It 
will mean that with the country forced 
to a credit basis, there will be nothing 
to borrow except corporation notes and 
nothing to pay in except gold. 

Against this dishonest and dangerous 
attack on the public liberty and prosper- 
ity, Democracy appeals to the people, 
confident that they know their rights and 
how to maintain them.

ENGINEER AND FIREMAN DIE. 


The Passengers on the Day Cvach and 
Sleeper Had a Very Nar- 
m row Escape. 


OTIS, Ind., Aug. 13.—A bad wreck occ urred 
on the Lake Shore road at 4 o'clock this 
morning, one-half mile east of this point. 
The east-bound special mail train from Chi- 
cago, consisting of an engine, two postal 
cars, baggage car, one day coach and a 
Wagener sleeper, ran into a washout seventy 
feet long and thirty feet deep. The entire 
train, with the exception of the day coach 
and the sleeper, plunged into the big hole 
and Engineer James Griffin and Fireman 
Michael Roach were almost instantly killed. 

The day coach partially toppled over into 
the abyss, but one end remained on the 
track, being held by the coupling to the 
sleeper, which did not leave the rails. The 

ngers in the day coach escaped by 
simply going through the sleeper, and none 
of them received injuries. The mail clerks 
and trainmen also escaped injury. 

A cloudburst and an immense flood of wa- 
ter caused the washout and scooped out the 

eat hole in the earth at a culvert directly 
Seneath the tracks. 

Engineer Griffin evidently had no warning 
of the washout whatever, as he inquired a 
few moments before, he died what caused 
the wreck. Both of the unfortunate engi- 
neer’s legs were completely severed from 

is bodv. 
wth Lake Shore trains are being sent via 
Michigan City and Chesterton, and thence 
over the Michigan Central tracks, so that 
the delay to traffic will not be great.

YAQUI INDIAN UPRISING. 


Seven Fanatics Slain in an Attack on 
Nogales, Mexico. 


NOGALBDS, Ariz., Aug. 13.—Early yester- 
day morning the citizens of Nogales on both 
sides of the internktional line were aroused 
from their sleep by a fusilade of shots. 
Rushing to ascertain the cause, they found 
that 75 Yaqui and Temochie Indians had 
made an attack on Nogales, Sonora, for the 
purpose of securing arms and money to 
aid in the overthrow of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment in the interest of San Teresa De 
Cabora. As a result of the attack seven 
Indians are dead, two badly wounded, who 
will die, and one is a prisonerj Two Cela- 
dores (Mexican custom guards), Francisco 
Fernandez and Manuel Delehanty, are dead, 
another, Jose Pena, is mortally wounded, 
and Crescendo Urbino, keeper of a fruit 
stand, is dead. Intense excitement ‘pre- 


vails on obth sides of the line, and busi- 
ness is almost at a standstill. The dead 
guards were brave, efficient officers. The 
seven bandits are lying dead in the jail 
yard, A posse was organized to follow the 
escaping revolutionists. 

A courier later returned from the moun- 
tains bringing word of an encounter in the 
hills with the Indians. Poncirano San- 
chez, Chief of Police of Nogales, Sonora; 
Juan Fernandez and two Mexican guards 
were killed, making seven citizens and eight 
Yaqu'is so far dead. 

At 5 o'clock a posse returned bringing the 
bodies of Sanchez and Juan Fernandez. A 
special train came at 6 o’clock from Magda- 
lena, bringing © gendarmes, who left at 
once on the trail, as signal fires are seen 
burning on the hills six miles away, prov- 
ing that the insurgents are meditating an 
attack. 

A troop of United States cavalry is en 
route from Fort Huachuca, and four com- 
panies of infantry from the same place will 
arrive at 10 o'clock. Citizens from both 
sides of the line are guarding the town.

We, the People’s party of the State of 
Illinois, in convention asgembled, hereby 
ances the following platéorm: 

1. We heartily indorse the platform of the 
People’s party adopted in St. Louis, July 
22, 1896, as a statement of our political prin- 
ciples relating to national questions, espe- 
cially ornpnesining that part of said plat- 
form which designates the issuance of 
money by the National Government with- 
out the intervention of banks and the free 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 as the predominant issue of the 
pending presidential campaign, and we are 
in favor of all honorable ways and means 
by which a union of all citizens who agree 
with us upon this issue may be effected. 

2. We recognize the present system of tax- 
ation in the State of Illinois and its practi- 
cal application as a gross injustice to the 
great mass of the people, and we demand 
of our next Legislature that they devise a 
more eqeitante system, and we favor local 
conan n taxation as a measure to that 
end. 

3..We favor the submission of an amend- 
ment to the State Constitution giving the 
Legislature power to enact laws and pro- 
vide for their enforcement, regulating con- 
tracts and conditions that may arise from 
time to time between corporations and their 
employes, and we also favor the adoption 
of the amendment to the Constitution, 
which is to be voted upon at the next gener- 
al election, which provides that the Legisla- 
ture may submit three amendments to be 
voted upon at the same general election. 

4. That we favor such legislation as will 
prevent the product of convict labor of our 
State coming into competition with the 
product of free labor. 

5. We recognize the fact that there are 
various questions relating to State issues 
and local government not covered in the 
above resolutions, and as to such issues 
we call attention to the fact that our nation- | 
al platform declares for direct legislation 
by the initiative and referendum, and we 
are in tavor of the adoption of a system of 
direct legislation under the proper restric- 
tions in dealing with our State and local 
affairs, by which all] of said questions may 
be duly considered and voted upon by the 
people.

“Well, but she must not die in here,’ 
the proprietor answered, ‘because if she 
does those inquisitive reporters will be 
around here and will bother me to death.’ 

“The woman was allowed to stay, I

“The poor creatures who bought cocaine 


and went into the den to absorb it into 
their systems were allowed to remain as 
long as they pleased to enjoy the after-de- 
lights. Some stayed two hours, and during 
the day the sours of coarse but happy 
voices singing and of clumsy feet dancing 
could be heard.

“The prevailing method of using cocaine 
by habitual users is very simple. The 
crystal is bruised into a fine powder and 
snuffed up into the nostrils where it is al- 
most immediately absorbed by the mucous 
membranes which it benumbs to a certain 
degree. 

“Cocaine is a local anesthetic which is 
used a good deal in surgery. If properly 


“Tt is not necessary, however, to go into 
the merits of cocaine as an aid to surgery. 
What you want mainly is its effect on those 
who make habitual use of it as a stimulant. 
Some of these cases are persons who have 
been strongly addicted to morphine or 
whisky and have resorted to cocaine to 
escape the pain and suffering incident to 
the reaction from the use of the others. 

“Having once gotten into the way of 
using cocaine it i¢ very hard to stop it. 
It seems togetake a very strong hold upon 
the persons who once begin using it. 

“The immediate results of taking the drug 
are said to be very pleasant. All your 
troubles leave you and you look out upop 
the workd in the most cheerful and com- 
placent frame of mind. You are on good 
terms with yourself and everybody else 
as long as the effects last. When they pass 
off there is no severe reaction unless you 
have been using the stuff for a long time 
and have become accustomed to a very 
heavy dose.

During that time he has conducted a 
house of ill-fame at 706 and 77 North 
Eleventh street. :

The committee will have its headquarters 
in St. Louis, and while the actual opening 

of the campaign may be postponed until the 
latter part of the month, the working force 
will begin its labors immediately. 

“Within two weeks,” said Chairman Cook, 
“we expect to have at least 15,000 persons in 
the employ of the State Committee. 

“The work of organizing by school dis- 
tricts will be taken up among the first bus!l- 
ness and will be vigorously pushed to com- 
pletion. 

“There are between 7,000 and 8,000 school 
districts in Missouri and in nearly all of 
these we shall soon have two or more ac- 


tive Democratic workers. In order to facill- 
tate the work and to avoid any delays we 
shall have the workers in the districts re- 
port directly to the State Committee in- 
stead of to the County Committees. That 
will enable us to know exactly how things 
are going without any loss of time. 
Chairman Cook may not announce his 
campaign and finance committees until Fri- 
day, but he has them nearly made up.

SANTA TERESA’S GREAT CON- 
TROL OVER HER FOLLOWEBRS. 


ST. LOUISAN WHO KNOWS HER. 


He Describes the Methods of This New 
Woman Saint Now Trying to 
Raise a Revolt in Arizona. 


The morning dispatches mention an In- 
dian uprising in and about Nogales, Ariz., 
and name as the animating spirit a certain 
“Santa Teresa.’’ A St, Louisan, who just 
returned from that section of the country, 
furnishes the following Gate regarding 
this would-be Joan of Arc. 

“Santa Teresa”’ is a Mexican girl about 
18 years old. She resides at present in E) 
Paso, Tex. She was born and raised in 
Caborca, Mexico, but by reason of her ten- 


dencies to stimulate popular uprisings was 
driven from the country. She then took up 
her residence in Marfa, Tex., and remained 
there for some months. Her home became 
a Mecca for her followers, who, trusting in 
her powers, clung to her with a devotion 
worthy something higher than an exiled 
woman. She professed a divine gift of 
healing and by this means retains a won- 
derful supremacy over the benighted people 
who follow her. 

The Catholic priest of Marfa, knowing 
the delusion under which her devotees were 
laboring, endeavored to make her true 
character evident. He personally visited 
her and requested that she put her so- 
calléd saintship to the test. 

She acquiesced, but the moment the test 
Was made known a command came from 
the epiritual authority. to cease her prac- 
tices, and mhe refused.

El Paso, Tex., then became her 
abode. 

Here, in an old town hall—a dilapidated 
adobe bullding— she continues her odd life 
of mischief, healing and prayer. One corner 
of the large room in which she lives is cur- 
tained off. and there she spends the day, 
communing with the spirits of the other 
world, receiving from them the instructions 
she imparts to her followers, as well as the 
power she claims to exercise in the healing 
art. 

Fascinated by the mystery of the life she 
leas, the poor natives crowd in from all 
sections of the neighboring country bringing 
their maimed and lamed, their sick and 
diseased, their deaf and dumb. The secret 
of her power, she claims, is personal holl- 
ness and a simple laying on of her hands 
accomplishes the purpose. She doesn't 
do as the Apostles did, however, as her 
performance is at so much per laying on 
of the hands. 

A constant crowd of devotees are about 
her. These attend to her personal wants, 
carry her messages, and bring her such 
information as she desires. Unlike the now 
notorious Schrader, she is preaching a sort 
of anarchy, which has so0 seized upon the 
minds of her followers that at her nod they 
rise in revolution or bend in subserviency. 

She regards priests with a special de- 
testation. The presence of One excites her 
to the sort of rage one fancies must have 
been the peculiar part of a tragic muse in 
the days of old Greece. 

To those accustomed to form their ideas 
of. how. saints look from the conceptions 
with which artists have adorned their can- 
vases, the sight of the Mexican girl wit 
her hair a la mode, her puffed sleeves an 
other indications of means far above that 
possessed by her followers is a revelation 
worthy the genius that has catight the su- 
perstitious weakness of her people and has 
so effectually worked it.

PLENTY OF MONEY. 


But the Bankers Say They’ll Be 
Dinged if They Loan to 
Speculators. 


The tightness of the money market at 
Chicago is not reflected in local banking 


circles, and St. Louis banks have an ample 
supply of funds for the legitimate needs 
of their regular customers. 

A rumor gained circulation on ’Change 
Thursday that banks were refusing all time 
loans. A Post-Dispatch reporter, detailed to 
run the report down, discovered that the 
report was without foundation. 

A number of banks were visited and at 
all of them the situation was described 
in terms that showed no substantial varia- 
tion. 

“‘We have plenty of money,” said a bank- 
er, ‘for the legitimate business needs of our 
regular customers, but are not seeking out- 
side paper nor are we making loans to 
parties suspected of a purpose to use the 
money for speculative purposes. The low 
price of stocks and bonds on the New 
York Stock Exchange offers an inviting 
field for speculation and some of our lodal 
speculators are showing a disposition to 
invest in these securities at what they con- 
sider bed-rock figures. 

“The investment may be a good one, but 
we have no money to advance for such 
purposes. We need our money to supply 
the regular channels of commerce and are 
extending the reserve accommodations to 
our regular customers at customary rates.’’
